More 
blankets are needed, thousands 
upon thousands more. New, or 
good as new, blankets arc accept- 
able. If the blankets are not 
new they should be cleaned or 
washed before shipment.

purchase a blanket. Money 
should be sent to Mrs. W. L. 
Bosworth. treasurer of the local 
Red Cross, or left at the Red 
Cross rooms.

"W^ find that Richard Pugh 
came to his death at about G.15 
a.m.. D.S.T.. on July 19 by being 
struck by C.X.R. passenger train. 

No. 4G. three-quarters of a mile 
south of Aurora station, as he was 
walking on the private right-of-way 
of the C.N\R.. M read the jury's re- 4 
port to Coroner Dr. C. J. Devlns on 
Monday evening, investigating the 
death of the 73-year-old man. "We 
attach no blame to the train crew." 

J. G. McDonald was Jury fore- 
man, while H. L. Aldrlch. Albert 
Frankcom. Delroy Babcock and 
Edward C. Mingay comprised the 
panel. X. L. Mathews. K.C., of 
Newmarket, acted for the crown. 
J. A. Edge of Toronto represented 
the railway and C. C. Macdonald 
of Aurora the family of the 
deceased. 

Albert Pugh of Toronto told of 
Identifying his brother's body at 

the undertaker's parlors, Ko 
agreed that his brother had beon 
hard of hearing. 

Jack Luwson of Toronto, engin- 
eer of train No. 46, said he had 
been so employed far 34 years and 
that he was familiar with the locul 
run. 

"I first saw the deceased as wo 
came down the track past the 
station," he said. "He was walk- 
ing south. As we drew near I 
whistled, but ho paid no attention. 
I thought he would get off the 
gravel where he was walking but 
he didn't. I blew a sharp blast 
and the fireman said, *Put on your 
brakes, he's not going to get off/ 
I applied them." 

"How far away were you when 
you applied the fc rakes and at 
what speed were you travelling?" 
asked Mr. Mathews. 

"Wc were about 100 feet away 
from him," Mr. Lawson replied. 
"The train "was going about 35 
miles an hour. We were about 
four cars away from the crossing 
when wo struck him." 

Alfred Jory of Barric, the fire- 
man, said Mr. Pugh **wa* walking 
on the left side of the track on the 
outer edge of the ties. We gave a 
succession of whistles, but he 
didn't move. He was not thrown 
any distance, as we just seemed 
to brush him," 

Dr. G. W. Wlllams, who perform- 
ed the autopsy, stated that Mr, 
Pugh suffered a scalp wound, 
fractured skull, fracture of all the 
ribs and two ribs had pierced a 
lung, causing an Internal hemor- 
rhage. "I would think he died 
within a few moments of being 
struck," he said.- 

Walter Wood, Mr. Pugh's em- 
ployer, said the accident happened 
about 300 feet north of his cross- 
ing. 

"Pugh didn't hear, no matter 
how close you were to him." he 
said. "He once told me ho heard 
a crack of thunder. Occasionally 
he went for the cows, but 2 told 
him he shouldn't. Time and time 
again I warned him about walking 
on the tracks. He was late for 
work that morning, I heard tho 
whistle blow several times and I 
thought a cow might bo on the 
tracks, so I hurried, but did not 
see tho accident." 

Jack Wood said ho had told 
Pugh not to bother with the cattle. 
"He had a habit of walking on the 
trades, but usually camo earlier. 
I believe his watch was wrong and 
that's why he was late. He 
wouldn't have heard tho train 
whistle if It was right beside him. 
I was afraid ho would get hit 
sometime."

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DOWN THE CENTRE 
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STYLES IN TELEPHONE POLES 
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There was once a cartoon of a 
man sprinkling n garden of little 
telephone poles, which were 

sproutmg up under the watering 
like plants. An astonished oh* 
wrvcr was represented as saying, 
"Homebody should inform the 
telephone company about this!" 

From the above illustration of 
BeJI Telephone laboratories' out- 
side olant testing field, one might 
imagine that the telephone com- 
pany was actually trying to grow 
poles, ready-made* By studying 
these poles, many of which are 
treated with preparations against 
weathering and decay, Bell Tele- 
phone scientists arc simply cn- 
Saged in one more phase of their 
rive to safeguard telephone ser- 
vice and keep flown tfie cost of 
telephone plant. 

To the casual observer, tele- 
phone poles have changed little 
since Grandpa first used them 
for hitching po.^ts. Like all other 

{tieces of telephone equipment, 
lowever, poles have been Improv- 
ed constantly throughout the* 
sixty-odrl years since the tele- 
phone was invented. 

In the early days, most poles 
were cut green and delivered with 
the hark still on them. The yard 
where poles were stored and the 
hark peeled off was known to 
telephone men as the "Willow 
Patch." Various types of wood 
were used, hut the most popular 
has usually been cedar. 

Then it was found that pine 
poles, treated with creosote, would 
last twice as long as untreated 
cedar poles. The creosote is forced 
into the pole under tremendous 

ftressurc — pressure so great that 
he pole will "Weed 1 ' creosote for 
months after it has been set in 
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the ground. The contrast between 
the pitch-black poles and the 
gleaming red copper wires of a 
newly-completed line is a sight 
well worth seeing. 

Many types of treatment are 
applied to poles, depending on the 
conditions of weathering and 
decay to which they may be sub- 
jected. For example, poles in 
some of the southern States have 
to be specially protected against 
wood-boring termites. A new type 
of treatment has recently been 
introduced to protect poles from 
decay at the ground-line, where 
tiny micro-organisms in the soil 
are found. Sodium fluoride is ap- 
plied to the base of the pole, so 
that it may eat right in to the 
heart wood and destroy the micro- 
organisms there. Creosote, which 
does not penetrate so deeply into 
the wootl, is added to delay the 
leeching out of the sodium fluo- 
ride and to destroy the micro- 
organisms in the soil around the 
pole. This treatment, regularly 
repeated, will prolong the life of 
a pole for a considerable period. 
It may withstand the stress of 
sleet and snow upon the wires for 
more than 30 years, so that the 
researches in Hell Telephone 
laboratories' "pole garden'' may 
he taken as a surety that your 
telephone cull will go through at 
al! times, in all weathers.

telephone companies in tropical 
countries have to contend with 
the opposite condition. They arc- 
Jess concerned with ore venting 
the pole from decaying, than 
from putting out roots, acquiring 
bark, and shooting out fresh 
leaves and branches which become 
tangled with the wires!

Your 
duty \s to put thought to the 
task you have to do and do U 
better. The spirit within each 
one is not common or ordinary, 
and we should seek to use it for 
the best. Put into operation the 
possibilities each of you possess. 
"If we don't each do our jobs 
well, we arc not fair to our boys 
who have gone to defend our 
country. 

"Aren't we fighting for ideals, 
principles? If we cannot analyze 
the thing we do for more than 
its commercial value, then we 
should break that thine: and put 
into it something better 

"Sometimes in our lives our 
thinking becomes barrm. we 
never change the things we do. 
We stick to the same old meth- 
ods. To change this we srou'd 
plant in our thinking bits of liv- 
ing value— refresh and reforest 
our ideas. Get ready for finer 
and more essential things. Co 
out with new vision if hope is 
fading. 

"Give to the world the best you 
have, and the best will come 
hack to you," he quoted in clos- 
ing.

Companions Exonerated 
In Shooting Accident 

No blame was attached to the 
companions of 10-year-old Levi 
Irvin Chappelle of Brownhill, 
Thomas Cole of Toronto, and his 
son, 13-year-old William, in Sut- 
ton, last Thursday night, when 
an inquest was held. The cor- 
oner's jury, investigating the 
youth's death on Sept. 28, found 
that he came to his death as a 
result of gunshot wounds from a 
gun held in his own hands. 

Thomas Cole told the jury that 
the three of them went at about 
6.30 a.m. to the Black River to 
fish and that young Chappelle 
was sitting in the front of a small 
punt when the party moved oil 
from shore. 

"About the middle of the river 



we encountered some weeds and 
the going became very tou^h." 
'Cole stated- "I turned my back 
: to try and push the boat from 

Sine weeds, when I heard the ie 
port of a gun and Chappelle fell 

at my feet. He said, 'I've shot 

myself.' " 

€;Dr, L. W. Dales of Newmarket 
stated that the shot pierced the 

.youth's shoulder blade neat the 
neck, ripping away part of the 
spinal column. He said that fiom 

;the nature of the wound he be- 
lieved the youth was in a stoop- 
ing position when the gun was 
discharged. 

Leslie Nelson, owner of the 
gun, said that Chappelle had bot- 
rowed the double-barrelled 12- 
gauge shotgun from his daughter 
the day before the accident, tie 
said that there was no safety 
catch on the gun. 

York County Constable "San- 
dy" McCallum, testified that he 
and Constable Carl Morton were 
called to the scene of the shoot- 
ing about six hours after it oc- 
curred. 

Dr. O. M. Beat tie of Sutton was 
coroner and N. L. Mathews, K.C., 
Newmarket, acted for the crown.

WO NEW CONTROLS have now 
become essential in Canada's wartime 
design for living. These are: 

(1) Control of Prices 

Commencing November 17, 1941, there 
may be no increase in the prices of goods 
and services generally unless absolutely 
necessary and authorized by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 

(2) Control of Wages 

No employer, with certain limited excep- 
tions, may increase the basic wage rates 
paid to his employees unless authorized 
by a Board on which the Government, 
employers and employees are repre* 
sented. But after February 15, 19-12, every 

employer with the same exceptions, will 
be obliged to pay a cost of living bonus 

and to adjust this bonus every three 
months. 

Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 

This Government action lias been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
find its subsequent depression, unemployment 
and suffering. 

Every housewife knows that prices are 
rising, and rising prices, unless controlled, 
will make it more costly and difficult to finance 
the war. Rising prices, unchecked, will spread 
confusion in industry and trade; will hinder 
production and proper distribution of sup- 
plies; will make the cost of living rise more 
rapidly than wapes and salaries; will lessen 
the value of savings; will result in hardship 
for almost everyone, and especially those with 
small incomes. And the result of uncontrolled 
inflation, after the war, when prices drop, will 
again be depression and unemployment. 
Prices cannot be controlled without control 
of wages. Excess profits are, and will con- 
tinue to be, under rigid control. 

Coverage of Wages Stabilization Order 

The Order h applicable to the following 
employers: 

I — Every employer normally subject to the 
Industrial Disputes Investigation Act. 

2— Every employer engaged in the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war, or war supplies, 
or the construction of defence projects. 
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3 — Every building trades employer with ten 
or more employees. 

4 — livery other private employer with fifty or 
more employees. 

The Order does not apply to employers in 
agriculture or fishing, or to hospitals, religi- 
ous, charitable or educational associations 
operated on a non-profit basis. 
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Wage Provisions 

Ivxcept on written permission of the National 
War Labour Hoard, no employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This "permission can 
only be given in cases where the Board has 
found the wage rates to be low. Wage rates 
which are unduly high will not have to he 
decreased, but in such cases the Hoard may 
order the employer to defer the cost of living 
bonus. 

Cort of Living Bonus 

livery imp! ./vr covered by the Order must pay 
toall hisemployees except those above the rank 
of foreman a wartime cost of living bonus. 

Effective November 1 5, each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7*140 of December 
16, 19 iO, shall add to such bonus an amount 
based on the rise in the cost of living index 
for October I9»l»abnve the index number 
used to determine the current amount of the 
bonus. . 

Effective February 15, 1942* each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living 
bonus must begin to pay a bonus based on the 
rise in the index between October, 19-11, 
and January, 191 2, unless ordered by the Hoard 
to has-j the bonus on the rise in the cost of 
living over a longer period. 

The bonus is calculated on the following 
basis: Eor each rise of one point in the cost of 
living the amount of the bonus shall be 25 
cents per week, except for male workers under 
21 years of age and female workers, who, if 
employed at basic rates of less than S 2 5.00 
per week, shall receive a bonus of 1 percent 
of their basic waee rates. 

These bonuses will be adjusted regularly 
every three months. 

Administration 

The Order will be administered by five 
regional Hoards under the direction of a 
National War Labour Board. Labour and 
employers will be represented on each of 
these Boards. Watch for the announcement of 
these Boards to which inquiries concerning 
the application of the Order should be 
dirccteu. 
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Whole-Hearted Support Required 

• - 

Your Government knows that this policy, as it affects labour, industry, commerce, and 
agriculture, demands a degree of restriction to which Canadians arc not accustomed, 
and is directly a wartime measure. It will demand self-discipline and self-control. It 
will need the whole- hearted support of everyone who has the well-being of his fellow 
citizens at heart. But by loyal co-operation, Canadians can have much more assurance ! | 
that the fears, sense of insecurity, the suffering and profiteering which inflation always 
brings, will neither interfere now in the winning of this war, nor in the recovery and 
reconstruction of Canada and the Canadian wav of living after the war is over*

MARSH GROWERS 

HAVE BOOM YEAR 

Crops on the Holland Marsh 
are nearly all harvested for this 
year and there is evidence of 
greater prosperity among the 
marsh growers than ever before. 

Radical changes have been 
made in the system of holding 
land and of growing and mar- 
keting crops during the past few 
years. A few years ago most of 
the land was owned and crops 
were managed by a few growers 
who hired their help. Now 
practically all the land is worked 
by the owner, who owns a little 
plot of about five or ten acres. 

As a result of this, expenses 
are not as high and, if the? year 
is poor, the grower just lives a 
bit more economically and does 
not contract heavy debts. 

The average marshland grower 
has been progressing as rapidly, 
if not mote so, than the average 
Canadian during the past few 
years, and now their long- 
awaited opportunity' has come. 

This year crops have been 
very good, and the prices are 
better than the expectations of 
the most optimistic. Small 
growers, on their few acres, have 
harvested sometimes 3,000 to 
5,000 bags of onions, selling at 
$1.25 a bag up. They also have 
grown lettuce, celery, carrots, po- 
tatoes, etc. 

The result is that most growers 
will be able to pay for their 
land this year, pay for new 
trucks and tractors and some are 
buying homes jr Bradford, where 
their children will be convenient 
to the schools.
